Preliminary Examination to Be

At 9 o’clock this morning Henry D. 
Deam, vice president of the Benton 
Harbor Electric railroad 
company, 
was taken into custody by Ottlcer 
O’Brien on a United States warrant 
charging him with opening a letter 
sent to the Courtright Manufacturing 
company. 
He Is now in charge of the 
officer awaiting the arrival of the 
United 
States ofHcer 
from Grand 
Rapids. 


United States Marshal 
O’Donnell 
was in the city day before yesterday 
and called at Deam’s residence but the 
man he wanted was away. 
The war­ 
rant was left in the hands of Otlicer 
O'Brien and when Deam appeared on 
the street this morning it was promptly 
served. The marshal is expected on 
the 4 o’clock train and upon his arrival 
the preliminary examination will be 
held before United States Commis­ 
sioner James O’Hara of St. Joseph. 
The marshal left word with Otticer 
O’Brien that upon the warrant Deam 
could be incarcerated until the officers 
came after him. 


it may be a task to secure his convic­ 
tion. 
He dodged the order of Judge 
Coolldge to open the safe of the com­ 
pany and while practically in contempt 
of court he secured an order staying 
the service of the former order of the 
court. The United States authorities 
however have carefully looked up the 
evidence and believe they have him. 


For three months Deam has stopi)ed 
all business on the Benton Harbor elec­ 
tric road by refusing to allow the safe 
of the company to be opened. The 
present, case would not have been 
flushed but for his stubbornness in do­ 
ng nothing himself or allowing tt 
company to do business.

The warrant was issued at the in­ 
stance of the Mosler Safe company. 
The Mosler people built the safe now 
in the office of the railroad company, 
the one on which Deam changed the 
combination. 
Deam as vice president 
of the company was not entitled to 
know the combination of the lock. 
The other officials were suspicious of 
his integrity and they did not tell him 
the combination. 
Deam was inquisi­ 
tive to find it out. 
After exhausting 
other means he wrote to the Mosler 
Safe company stating that he had 
bought the safe and asking for the 
combination. 
The company had sold 
the safe to the Courtright company 
and they forwarded a letter here ad­ 
dressed to “The Courtright Hydraulic 
Co., Care H, D. Deam.” 


The letter contained the combination 
and the charge is that Deam opened 
the letter. Anyway, C. Gi Davies, the 
representative of the Courtright com­ 
pany who handles the mail and busi 
ness of the company here, never re­ 
ceived the letter. Ueam in a letter to 
the Mosler people, it is alleged, ac­ 
knowledged that he opened the letter 
and as an excuse claimed he was 
entitled to know the key to the lock. 


The United States authorities view 
the matter in a ditferent way and the 
warrant charges Deam with "secreting, 
embezzling and destroying” a letter 
from the United States malls. 


Deputy Marshal O’Donnel arrived

New CaMie, Colo., Sept. 11.—The worst 
wreck In the history of the state of Colo­ 
rado occurred at 12:26 yesterday morn- 
tnff én the track of the Denver and Rio 
Grande and the Colorado Midland rail­ 
ways, one and a half mllés west of here. 
After twelve hours Incessant work by the 
wrecking crews In clearing away the 
debris ami rescuing the bodtee of thorn 
who perished It was still Impossible to 
secure more than estimate of the lose of 
life, and not even those knbwn to be 
dead had been 'identified. Many of the 
unfortunates will never be known, and 
it la possible that the number killed will 
always be In doubt From the best In­ 
formation obtainable now fully thirty 
l.'trrons are believed to have perished, 
while 185 were taken out of the wreck 
suffering from serious Injuries. 


ConeuiMlon Wan Terrlfle. 


Hie wreck was caused by a head-end 
ccllision between a Denver and Rio 
Grande passenger train running at the 
rate of forty miles an hour and a special 
Colorado Mldlpnd stock train running at 
a speed of probably thirty miles. So ter­ 
rific was the concussion that both en- 
gine% the baggage and express cars, the 
smoker and day coaches, and two stock 
cars were totally demolli^ed and the 
track tom up for rods In both directions. 
To add to the horror of the scene the 
wreck caught fire from an explosion of 
a Pintsch gas tank on the passenger 
train, and burned so rapidly that many 
passengers pinned beneath the debris 
were burned to death before help could 
reach them. 


He Tried to *«§teal m SUOIon.** 


The most generally accepted theor>* 
as to the cause of the %vreclc seems to be 
that Conductor Burbank, of the Mid­ 
land special, anticipating the time Qf the 
passenger, undertook to “steal a sta­ 
tion*' and beat the passenger into New 
Castle. Burbank escaped uninjured, and 
upon orders from Coroner Clark has 
been placed under arrest by the sheriff. 
Midland Engineer Ostrander Is missing, 
and a thorough search all aliout his en­ 
gine fails to reveal any vestige of his 
remains. 
It is thought that when he 
saw^ the threatened danger he Jumped 
from his engine, and realising his negli­ 
gence took to the hills. Mr. and Mrs. K. 
H. Strouse, who live a quarter df a mile 
from the scene of the accident, report 
that when the two trains met the shock 
so great as to literally hurl them out of 
bed. Some s&y the noise was heard and 
felt in New Castle.

The case of Engineer Ostrand­ 
er, of the freight engine, is Mill in doubt 
Charred fragments of limbs and 
bodies of a number of persons have 
been taken out of the ruins, but it is 
not likely that any more bodies will be 
positively identified, and it seems cer 
tain that the number of, killed will 
remain in doubt. The coroner found 
shaving mug with the name, “W 
Nicholson" upon it; also a gold watch 
with th® name of F. C. Potter engraved 
on the outside. 


As soon as the news of the wrecl 
reached Glenwood a relief train was sent 
from that place and yesterday afternoon 
the more seriously wounded were sent 
to the Denver and Rio Grande com­ 
pany’s nospital at Salida. General Su­ 
perintendent Sample, of the Denver and 
Rio Grande, happened to be in the vi­ 
cinity of the disaster and soon reached 
the scene, taking charge of the work 
and removing tiie bodies. Ten bodies 
were found in the ruins of one car and 
four in another. The ch&iNred remains 
of two women, apparently clasped in 
each others arms, were found. Their 
heads and le^s were burned off, 
in

lady's gold watch,' upon one of which 
was inscribed “From Mother to Mamie.*'

Columbus. O., Sept. ll.^The national 
miners' convention adjourned last even-. 
Ing until this morning, when the ques­ 
tion of a settlement of the strike will 
be definitely determined. At the time 
of adjournment a substitute resolution 
which the miners' ofllclals confidently 
believe will be adopted was under, dis­ 
cussion. Two previous resolutions pro­ 
viding for an acceptance of the Pitts­ 
burg operatorsT propoiritlons were de­ 
feated because the Illinois Indiana and 
West Virginia miners did not think 
their interests were sufflclently pro­ 
tected. The substitute resolution, it is 
claimed by the ofltclals, gives the min­ 
ers of these states all the protection 
they could reasonably ask'slnce It pro­ 
vides for a continuation of the strike 
wherever the operators refuse to grant 
the advance to their miners. However, 
the offlcials are finding It extremely dif­ 
ficult to convince the delegates opposed 
to a settlement (hat they etre In the 
wrong. 


Resolved, That we Indorse the rec­ 
ommendation of the national executive 
board, and that #ork be resumed on the 
basis of 
cents In western Pennsyl­ 
vania with a corresponding advance In 
all the districts of the competitive field.

to miners on strike from the national 
ofRce."

T he Crop Is Good One Year With 
Another. 


The Muskegon Chronicle says editor­ 
ially: 
The handsome prices being re 
ceived for peaches this season furnishes 
the needed reaction from the ruinous 
returns from last year’s crop. 
The 
fnuit crop of 189(i, taking the country at 
large and all the various kinds, was the 
greatest ever produced. 
The super­ 
abundance of the yield coupled with 
the hard times produced a glut which 
resulted in the lowest prices on record 
—prices far below the point where the 
husbandman could reap a reasonable 
profit. 
This was especially true of 
peaches through this Western Michi­ 
gan fruit belt. 
The net result of the 
season’s operations was to leave the 
growers discouraged and give peach 
culture a temporary setbacK. 


But this year it is different. The crop 
is by no means a full one, but it is by 
no means a failure. Best of all what 
fruit there is is of tine appearance and 
quality and brings profitable prices. 
Some orchards have nearly a full crop 
and at the prices obtained will be more 
profitable to their fortunate owners 
than any crop in late years. The effect 
will be to revive the peach industry 
from the depression^ that followed last 
year’s experience. * Growers in this 
county are learninf? that we have hero 
some of the linest peach lands in this 
state. The acreage is likely to be largely 
increased in the next few years and in 
time the county w'ill reap thebenetit in 
a greatly enlarged ueaeh industry. 


No man with land suited to peach 
growing should be driven from the in­ 
telligent and vigorous pursuit of that 
industry by one or two years of over­ 
production and ruinous prices. 
Such 
years are the exception, not the rule. 
Taking a series of years into account 
the land adapted to peaches, if rightly 
handled, will bring larger returns to 
the orchardist than by any other kind 
of culture.

Mrs. Angeline M. Smith, wife of A. 
L. Smith, died at 1 o’clock this morn­ 
ing at the family residence, 112 Britain 
avenue, of bronchial complications. 
She was 65 years old. 


Death approached very suddenly. 


When the relatives of the dead woman 
believed that thé disease was abatlnff 
she was gradually nearing the end and 
unprepared for the inevitable her 
friends saw her life snuffed out with 
sorrowful suddenness.

Haselton, Pa., Sept. 11.—The strike sit< 
uatlon reached a terrible crisis on the 
outskirts of Latimer yesterday after­ 
noon when a band of deputy sheriffs 
fired Into lui Infuriated mob of miners. 
The men fell like so many sheep and the 
excitement since has been so Intense 
that no accurate figures of the dead and 
wounded can be obtained. Reports run 
from fifteen to twenty odd killed and 
forty or more wounded. One man who 
reached 
the 
scene 
counted 
thirteen 
corpses. 
Four other bdies lie in the 
muntalns between Latimer and Har- 
lelgh. Those who were not Injured car* 
tied their dead and wounded friends into 
hte woods and estimate is bailed. 


Some of those known to be dead*are: 
Mike Chesloll and Frank Cheka. Har­ 
wood: 
John Staniska, CrysUl Ridge; 
George Kullck and Steve Horrick. Har­ 
wood. 


Among the injured are: George Krese. 
Harwood, bullets through leg. hip and 
knee; John Kerlovish, shot in neck; An­ 
drew Shabolick, shot In breaat; John 
Kulich. A ot in stomach: John Damens- 
ko, shot in both legs; George Verchick 
shot in both legs: John Fortl. shot in 
head, will die; John Kieshok, shot In 
hip; Kaslmir Dulls, shot in breast: Ja­ 
cob Kulshot, shot through body, will die; 
Steve Erskuki, shot in body; John Koti 
shot in arm and left side; Joseph Bo 
bick. shot through back; John Trelble 
a deputy, shot in arm. 


Deputlen and Striker» Faco to Face. 


The strikers left 
Haselton 
at 
8:30 
o'clock In the afternoon, 
announcing 
their intention to go to Latim er. 
Aa 
soon as this became known a l>and of 
deputies was loaded on a trolley car and 
went whirling across the mountain to 
the scene where the bloody conflict fol­ 
lowed. A fter reaching Latim er they left 
the car and formed Into three companies 
under Thom as Hall, E. A. Hess and 
Samuel B. Price. They drew up In line 
a t the* edge of the village, with a fence 
and a line of houses in their rear. Sher 
iff M artin was In entire command and 
stood in front of the lin^ until the strik 
ers approached. They were seen coming 
across the ridge, and M artin went out 
to meet them. The men drew up sullen­ 
ly and listened In alienee until he had 
once more read the riot act. 
This fin­ 
ished, a low m uttering arose among the 
foreigners and there was a slight move­ 
ment forw'ard. Perceiving this, the sher­ 
iff stepped toward them and In a deter­ 
mined tone forbade advati *. 


Blow in til« .Slgiml to Fire. 


Some one struck the sheriff and the next 
moment there was a command to the 
deputies to fire. The guns of the depu­ 
ties instantly belched forth 
a 
terrible 
volley. The report seemed to shake the 
very mountains, and a cry of dismay 
went up from the people. 
The strikers 
were taken entirely by surprise, and as 
the men toppled and fell over each oth­ 
er; those wlio remained unhurt stam ­ 
peded. The men went down before the 
storm of bullets like tenpins, and the 
groans of the dying and wounded filled 
the air. The deputies seemed to be ter- 
ror-stricken at the deadly execution of 
their guns, and went to the aid of the 
unfortunates whom they had brought 
down. 
A reporter who soon 
after­ 
wards reached the scene found the road 
leading to Latim er filled with groups of 
frightened 
Hungarians. 
Some 
su r­ 
rounded their dying companions, 
and 
others, fearful of pursuit, clung to the 
new-comer and begged his protection. 


8tury Told by a Hun. 


M artin Roski, an intelligent H ungar­ 
ian from Mount Pleasant, who was shot 
In the arm. was seen by a reporter and 
gave this version of the affair: “W e 
w'ere going along the road to Latim er 
and the deputies w-ere lined across the 
road, barring our progress. W e tried to 
go through them and did not attem pt to 
hit or molest them, when they fired u p ­ 
on us. W e ran, but they kept on shoot- 
ingat us while we ran. 
It Is all their 
fault.” 
Another statem ent Is th at the 
strikers bagan to brush by the sheriff, 
when the firing began. 
All the H uns 
tell the story about this way.

THE WAY THE SHERIFF SAW IT. 


lays the Striker« Knocked Him Down and 
Trantpled Upon Him. 


W llkesbarre, Pa., Sept. XI. — Sheriff 
M artin arrived home on the 7 o'clock 
train from H aselton, He was cool and 
collected. 
H e was met a t the station 
by his legal adviser. The two got into 
a cab a n t drove to the court house, 
where they were closeted together for 
some time. 
The sheriff was a t first 
reluctant to say w hether he had given 
the command to Are, but afterw ards 
adm itted th a t he had. The sheriff’s de­ 
tailed statem ent Is as follows:, 
heard 
early this m orning th a t th e strikers 
were going to m arch to the breaker a t 
lAtlmei: and compel the m tn 
to 
« a it work. I resolved to In teretp t them ; 


tl«i. seventy In number, to m eet a t a 
certain place. They were all arm ed. I 
told them to keep cool under all cir- 
eumstnncesL 


"The trouble began at 3 o’clock. I met 
the m arching column. 
1 halted them 


and read the proclamation. 
They re­ 
fused to pay any attention and started 
to resume their m arch. 
Then 1 called 
to the leader to stop. 
H e Ignored my 
order. I then attem pted to arrest him. 
The strikers closed in on me. 
They 
acted very viciously, kicking me. knock­ 
ing me down and tram pling upon me. 
I called upon my deputies to aid me and 
they did so, but they were unable to ac­ 
complish much. 
I realized th a t some­ 
thing had to be done 
a t once, or I 
would be killed. I called to the deputies 
to discharge their fire arm s into the air 
over the heads of the strikers, as it 
m ight probably frighten them. 
It, was 
done a t once, but It had no effect w hat­ 
ever on the Infuriated foreigners, who 
used me so much the rougher and be­ 
came fiercer and fiercer—more like wild 
beasts than hum an beings. 


“The strikers then m ade a still bolder 
move and endeavored to surround my 
entire force of deputies. I fully realized 
th at the foreigners were a desperate lot 
and valued iife a t a very small figure. 
I also saw that parleying with such a 
gang of infuriated men was entirely out 
of the question, as they were too ex­ 
cited to listen to reason and th at m yself 
and deputies would be killed if w'e were 
not* rescued, or if we did not defend 
ourselves. I then called upon th e depu­ 
ties to defend them selves and shoot if 
they m ust to protect their lives or to 
protect the property th a t they had been 
sent to guard. 
The next .second there 
were a few scattered shots fired into the 
foreigners, and a moment later the en­ 
tire force of deputies discharged a solid 
volley into the crowd. 


“I hated to give the command to shoot 
and was awful sorry th a t I w as com­ 
pelled to do so; but I was thei'fc* to do 
iiiy duty and I did it as best I knew how 
and as my conscience dictated, as the 
strikers were violating the law s of the 
commonwealth and fiatly 
refused to 
obey the proclamation th a t I read to 
them. • • • I waa there to see th at 
the law was obeyed and lived up to. 
and I merely did my duty."

Kettle, who interfered with ^he of­ 
ficers in their arrest of Brown, was 
arrested and this morning before Jus­ 
tice St. Clair pleaded guilty to dis­ 
orderly conduct and was fined $5 and 
costs. 
Brown will be arraigned before Jus­ 
tice Baldreythis afternoon onacom^ 
plaint of assault with intent to commit 
the crime of murder.
